Whatley was spattered all over 
the body with shot, but the most dan­ 
gerous wounds are in his side. His 
condition was very critical at last re- 
•orts. The cause of the trouble could 
eof be learned.

Little Rock, March IO.—Amid the 
hisses of spectators who were packed 
into the gallery and lobby of the sen 
ate chamber the senate adopted a sub­ 
mission amendment to the Gann state­ 
wide prohibition bill, which practically 
kills the bill, measure which was pass­ 
ed intact by the house after a four 
day’s fight in that body.

interesting chapters in our country’s 
history. 
He was a young lieutenant 
in the famous seventh calvary, Ous­ 
ter’s old command, and when the bat­ 
tle of the Little Big Horn was draw­ 
ing on Lieutentant Hare was sent thru 
the hostile indians’ ranks to summon 
aid from a neighboring military post. 
His escape thru the lines was little 
short of miraculous, but thru he went 
and taking his life in his hands he 
pushed on thru the wild, savage-in­ 
fested country 
for the post miles 
away. 
When he returned w ith relief 
his old command had been cut to 
pieces by the Indians, and his brave 
comrades and the fighting Custer wrere 
dead. Lieut. Hare rose rapidly in 
the army, and when he was sent to the 
Philippines he was major of a bafcal- 
lion of infantry. 
He won a briga­ 
dier generalship by gallantry and 
bravery in numerous battles on the 
islands, the crowning glory of his ac­ 
hievements coming when, with a small 
detachment of Uncle Sam’s boys, he 
went into the wilds of a barbarous 
country, fighting day after day the 
herds of murderous Filipinos, and
